.Outlawing Atomic War 


.•i. When peace is restored the Unl- 
Ved Stales government should and 
doubtless will lead the way in re- 
nouncing and outlawing the use 
of atomic-energy explosives in any 
future war. 
The atomic bomb is not a means 


of ' warfare that we would have 
'Jsed except in the last extremlly 
of necessity. It came afler Japan 
had refused a peace' offer that 
was just, honorable and, in view 
of the Japs' barbarous conduct 
of this war, extremely magnani- 
mous. 
• This government need feel no 
*ihame for having used it. If one 
must choose, certainty an instan- 
taneous death by atomic bombing 
is more human than Ihe brutality 
of the Bataan Death March, or 
the slow death by torture, starva- 
,tion and disease of thousands of 
UUlied soldiers and civilians. 
In view of his past record, the 
enemy's shocked protests are in 
particularly bad taste. Yet pro- 
tests have come not only from 
Japan, but even from this country 
and especially from England. 


The providential circumstances 
which prevented Germany's devel- 
opment of the atomic bomb before 
her defeat has given this country 
not only the first possession of 
this weapon, but also the first 
responsibility for its future. And 
Awhile the world, knowing the Japa- 
*nesc record, has no cause to cen- 
sure our use of this weapon, it does 
have the right to expect us to 
take,the iniative in banning it as 
an instrument of war.

But if they have, it has not 
been a general practice, and there 
is no record of its use against 
Americans. The Germans did not 
use gas, although they, like the 
Japs, would have had no moral 
scruples against it. 
, All the belligerents had poison 
•'gas ready to use if the others 
started it. The evident reason why 
it was not added to the other hor- 
rors of this war was that the Axis 
nations knew the Allies could best 
them at the same game. 


Such a procedure might guide 
f the United States in dealing with 
'the atomic bomb. Let us outlaw 
it. But let us not be so foolish as 
lo abandon its research and dev- 
elopment. No one need fear that 
we shall ever start an aggressive 
war. But until peace is secure and 
disarmament feasible, we should 
-maintain our advantage in atomic 
warfare until every potential war- 
lord would know that, however 
deadly a weapon he might develop 
the Untied Slates would have an 
even deadlier one in defense.

especially for the honor of hara- 
kiri.

4 Million to 
Quit Army in 
10 Months 


Washington, Aug. 17 — (ff>)— The 
army will bring back from over- 
seas 4,000,000 veterans 
in 
10 1-2 
months. By the end of the year it 
Will bo discharging,high-point men 
at^a monthly rate, of 500,000. 
' Using the navy's Men O' War, 
army bombers and virtually every- 
thing else that will float or fly, the 
army expects to have the flow back 
of soldiers up to the half-million 
figure by January 1, and to pass 
that figure at the peak. 


These figures, further piecing to- 
gether the army's schedule for turn 
ing back 5,000,000 men to civilian 
life within a year, were released 
yesterday at, a news conference 
held by Gen: Brehon Somervell, 
chief of Army Service Forces, and 
other highranking ASF officers. 
. The only uncertain factors, Som- 
ervell said, are the force that must 
be used in the occupation of Japan 
and the difficulties that may arise. 
The troops must go in "fully pre- 
pared for combat" even though, he 
said, the army 
doesn't expect 
trouble .This, he emphasized, will 
require a large amount of shipping 
which must be given first priority. 


Maj. 
Gen. C. P. Gross, transpor- 


tation chief, said the occupation 
job "obviously" would not take all 
available shipping and that "no re- 
source will be ignored in our ef- 
forts to speed our men home." 


In addition to U. S. shipping and 
available 
aircraft, 
the 
army 
will use the British liners Queen 
Mary, Queen Elizabeth and Aquit- 
ania — which alone are capable of 
transporting 50,000 men monthly — 
and 
seven 
German 
and Ita- 


lian liners including the European. 
There is enough shipping in the 
Pacific, Gross said, to enable the 
army to shift some vessels to the 
Atlantic and speed up the return of 
men from Europe. 


At home, five additional separa- 


tion centers will 
be 
established 
with 57,000 specially trained men 
assigned to them. The goal is to 
send every discharged man home 
within 48 hours after lie arrives at 
the centers.

Emperor Hirohilo of Japan 
is 


n theory the absolute owner and 
•uler of his country and his peo- 
)le. He is God, and as such the 
he highest being in Ihe Japanese 
iniverse, lo whom everything be- 
ongs. He is an Emperor who, by 
virtue of the national faith, the 
lational tradition, and the national 
constitution, combines 
in himseli 


all the rights of national sover 
eignily, lo 
Ihe 
complele exclu 


sion of Ihe Japanese, people who 
have been graneld civil rights but 
possess no sovereign rights —not 
even in theory. He is, finally, the 
High Priest of the nation, and as 
such, its spiritual head, Whatever 
decisions he makes, or whatever 
decisions 
receive 
the 
Imperial 


sanction, are 
therefore acts of 


God, acts of an autocrat, and pro- 
phesies of a High Priest which 
engage all the religious and po- 
litical energies of the nation, afid 
to challenge which vvould be both 
blasphemy and polilcial suicide. 


Holding such a unique position, 


the Japanese Emporer can be a 
great 
force for good, 
and an 


equally great force for evil. The 
record of Hirohlto's reign, which 
ironically enough is called by the 
name of "Radiant Peace," is one 
of unmitigated 
evil, 
culminating 


in the Pacific war, and indirectly 
in Ihe whole world war. 


Hirohito's Record 
It is true 
lhal Hirohito's sins 


are primarily those of omission 
rather than commission. It is fur- 
ther 
true that Hirohilo person- 


ally is supposed lo be a western- 
ized liberal who loves peace, and 
in particular opposed both the al- 
liance wilh 
Germany and war 


aganisl 
Ihe Uniled Slales. It is 


quite likely thai he acled al leasl 
as a brake on the developments 
that led to Pearl Harbor. 


But Hirohito has been 
a • will- 


ing puppet. He has been so partly 
because of a weakness of char- 
acter that runs through the whole 
dynasty which has produced few 
strong men. This weakness, which 
has permitted unscrupulous mili- 
tary upstairs to use the author- 
ity of the throne as a cover for 
their own ambitions, makes the 
Japanese 
throne an everlasting 


menace for the future. For who- 
ever can control Japan's God has 
also Ihe whole nation at his com- 
mand. It is also possible 
that, 


like so many so-called Japanese 
liberals, 
he has been really in 


agreement with the general aims 
of 
Japanese expansion, though 


shrinking from its inevitable con- 
sequences. 
The indications are 


that the latler is the case. 


Nobody knows whether he be- 


lieves in his own divinity, but he 
has never raised his voice to op- 
pose or condemn thai interpre- 
tation of the Hakko Ichiti 
prin- 


ciple which proclaims him Em- 
peror of the World. O n the con- 
trary, he has constantly supported 
it 
by issuing Imperial Rescripts 
bused on it. 


He has never 
opposed or con- 


demned 
the Japanese aggression 


that began in Manchuria in' 1931 
and led lo the Pacific War. On the 
contrary, he issued Imperial Ree- 
scripls supporting it as well as 
Japan's succession from the League i 
of Nations, thus giving them his

divine, 
imperial, 
and 
priestly 
blessings. 


Never Opposed Atrocities 
He has never opposed or con- 


demned the 
shocking atrocities 


which are an integral part of Jap- 
anese 
warfare and which were 


first 
exemplified in the rape of 


Nanking. Nor can he plead thai 
he had no knowledge of them. It 
was his younger brother, Prince 
Asaka, who was in command at 
Nanking, and it is inconceivable 
under Japanese traditions thai Ihe 
younger brother did not describe 
in detail to his elder brother just 
what happened at Nanking. 


He presided over thai 
faleful 


Imperial Conference on 
July 2, 


1941, which agreed 
on Ihe con- 


quest of East Asia even at the 
risk of war wilh Ihe United States 
and the British Empire— a deci- 
sion that already envisaged Pearl 
Harbor. 


He issued the Imperial Rescript 
declaring war against the Uniled 
blales and Ihe British Empire lo 


carry 
forward 
the 
task be- 


queathed by Our Forefathers" — 
which calls for extending his rule 
until it embraces the world. 


He has finally, within the liin'/ts 


°?.J11S office, done everything pos- 
n!S, i t0f 
mobilize the Japanese 
people for a "Holy War" for the 
d^lry,otl°'i °? uthe United States 
and the British Empire, and lie 
has specifically acknowledged the 
Japanese 
"warriors" as his own 
representatives. 


This is the record: 
"Unhappily, 
there exists be- 


tween pur Empire and the League 
of Nations a wide divergenece of 
view in this regard (conquest of 
Manchuria), and il has developed 
upon Us lo cause Our goyernmenl 
lo take, upon mature deliberation, 
Ihe necessary steps for the with- 
drawal of Our Empire from the 
League." —Imperial Rescript on 
Japan's 
withdrawal from the 
League of Nations, March 27, 1933. 
"Eager 
for the realization of 


lheir inordinate ambition to dom-

Orient, both America 


and Britain, giving support to the

Wild Buying

— The War Department said today 
that the army will try not to send 
to the Pacific enlisted men with 
less than 85 points who are likely 
to become elegible for discharge 
later when the point system is lib- 
eralized. 


Whenever possible, it 
said, 
the 
army will remove these men' from 
units which are destined for Paci- 
fic duty. 


The case of the 86th Division, now 
en route to the Pacific, was citied 
as an example. 


This division, which sailed from 


the United States in February of 
this year for Europersaw approxi- 
mately 28 days of action 
in 
Eu- 
r°Pe, and suffered light casualties. 


When it was selected for Pacific 
duty, all non-essential 85-point-men 
were screened out before it 
left 
Europe.

country less than four monlhs after 
it sailed for Europe. Following the
